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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "power source 
charger", the "housing" and the "discharged circuit" must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 21 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 21 does not 
have any language associated with it. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1- 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for general scheme of two power source system for a 
vehicle, does not reasonably provide enablement for making or building the claimed 
system. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to utilize the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Specifically, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have to do an undue experimentation to develop a complete scheme with a 
performance as claimed, because the complete scheme is not disclosed, and control 
elements are not provided, as required for a clear disclosure. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims 1,15 and 20 are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform 
with current U.S. practice, because the language of the claims 1,15 and 20 does not 
provide desired clarity and precision, since the scope of the invention sought to be 
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patented cannot be determined from the language of the claim with a reasonable 
degree of certainty. In re Wiggins, 488 F.2d 538, 179 USPQ 421 (CCPA 1973). 

Claim 1 feature "said switch" is not defined to be referred to as "said". 

Claim 1 feature "said inverter" has no inverter defined to be referred to as "said". 

In claim 2, phrase "second power source being charged" has no defined charger. 

Claim 4 has no defined "housing" to make it structural. 

Claim 6 feature the "discharge circuit" is not clear since no discharged circuit is 
shown on the drawing. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "an inverter capacitor" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 15 recites the limitations 

"a second power source", 

"a sensed condition", 

"in response to a charge", 

"prior to servicing". 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 15 phrase "comprises forming a common node" is not understood. 

Claim 19 recites the limitation "coupling the second power". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 20 recites the limitation "said switch" and "predetermined condition". There 
are insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claims 3, 5, 7-9, 11-14 and 16-18 are indefinite because they depend on the 
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rejected claim and do not correct the noted problem. 



Conclusion

original disclosure or in the drawings the amended features find support. No new 
matter may be introduced.
